In Kansas City two street railroad lines 


have been forced to suspend operations. 


Two trains are snowbound on the Missouri 
Pacific near Atchison, Kas. ‘Only three out 
of the fifteen trains due in Wichita arrived 
there yesterday, the rest being out hours 
late or securely wedged in snow banks. 

In Minnesota the storm was reported iIn- 
creasing at midnight.

FILIPINOS ARRIVE 
_ WITH AN APPEAL 
| FOR REPAYMENT. 


Will Ask the United States to Annex 

the Philippines and Reimburse Them 
for Money Loaned to Aguinaldo to 
Conduct Rebellion. 


‘San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
Don Maximo Cortez and his brother, Don 
Cortez, representing one of the 
wealthiest and most distinguished native 
nag of Manila, arrived here today. They 
are on their way to Washington to see Presi- 
dent McKinley for two purposes, one in the 
interest of annexation and the other to re- 
cover, if possible, through kindly services of. 
the United States, a large amount of prop- 
erty seized some months ago by the Spanish. 
Others in the party are Claudio Reina, Pedro 
Yrungue, Juana Mantella, Estephania Yrun- 
gue, and Amalia Mellizo. Don Maximo is 
the bearer of the following interesting and 
important letter, which, though addressed 
‘*To whom it may concern,’’ seems to have 
been intended in a large degree for the 
Washington authorities as a basis for the 
consideration of his claims: 

‘“* Office of United States Consulate, Hong- 
kong, Oct. 27, 1898.—To Whom It May Con- 
cern:

tez family in the Philippine Islands. He is 
also the representative of the wealthy and 
educated citizens of Manila, and from the 
commencement of the late war has advo- 
cated the annexation of the islands to the 
United States.

ting his allegiance and praying for citizen-

** With the occupation of Manila by Ad- 
miral Dewey and General Merritt he placed 
all his palaces and houses at the disposa: of 
our fofces and they are now being occupied, 
rent free, by our forces. General Merritt 
acknowledged a great service rendered to 
our forces both in my presence and to his 
successor, General Otis. : 

*“*In mary other ways, such as giving in- 
formation, the Cortez family has rendered 
invaluable aid to our people. I bespeak for 
Don Maximo and Don Angel Cortez the 
kindly courtesies of all Americans, and 
any attention shown them by my friends 
will be considered a personal obligation. 

‘* ROUNSEVELLE WILDMAN, Consul General.”’ 

‘**] was so much interested in annexation 
that I readily paid Aguinaldo the money,”’ 
Don Maximo said. ‘' I may say to you now, 
however, 
people in Manila think much of Aguinaldo 
in the course he Sas recently been taking, 
nor do we of Agoncillo. his representative, 
who passed through here on his way to 
Washington some time ago. We do not 
want independence, but annexation. -It is 
for this, as the representative of the wealthy 
and educsted classes, that [ am going to 
see President McKinley.

from General Baron Freedericksz, Russian 
military attaché here. It is dated Berlin 


and addressed to the French military au- 


thorities. It states that the traitor at the 
Paris Intelligence department responsi- 
ble for the sale of secrets to the German 
general staff was a certain Dreyfus, Captain 
of artillery. 

This letter.is alleged to have been privately 
shown to the officers of the Dreyfus court- 
martial, and was mainly instrumental in 
procuring his condemnation. It has ré- 
mained in the archives of the French War 
Ministry since, but subsequently Freeder- 
_icksz ascertained he had been grossly de- 
celved, doubtless by one of the agents of 
Esterhazy or Henry, who were anxious to 
fix the guilt upon Dreyfus and divert sus- 
picion from themselves. 

Mine. Dreyfus is said now to be in pos- 
session of a letter from Freedericksz, in 
wlich he frankly. admits his error. The 
existence of this letter largely influenced the 
Court of Cassation in making light of the 
evidence of the ex-Ministers of War, and 
deciding that Dreyfus be telegrapically bid- 
den to prepare his defense. 

International complications could not en- 
sue from the mere fact being made known 
that the Russian military attaché here had 
conveyed information of interest to the 
French War Office, but it would certainly 
not tend to improve relations between Rus- 
sia and Germany. 


FRANCE ANDITALY IN HARMONY. 


No Dispute as to Ownership 6f the Port 
of Raheita, Straits of Bab- 
el-Mandeb.

‘*In the matter of streetirepairs there was 
appropriated for the current year $554,728 
for the cleaning and repairing of streets, and 
Commissioner McGann reports $174,000 of 
this ha@ been spent for repairs up to Oct. 1, 
with $90,000 left unexpended. This repair 
work, I -hold, ts done in direct violation of 
the law and the charter, and on inquiry at 
the bookkeeper’s Office I. discovered this 
$174,000 had been paid by 345 separate 
vouchers, each one drawn for a few cents less 
than $500 to evade the law, which requires 
all contracts over $500 to be advertised for. 
The bookkeeper also there was but 
$49,000 left in the fund, and against it had 
been drawn vouchers for $66,000, which the 
Controller had returned unpaid.

G. A. QUIMBY DROPS DEAD. 


“DES MOINES, IA., BUSINESS-MAN 
STRICKEN IN CHICAGO. 


Expires Suddenly in Sixty-third Street 

While on His Way to Take a Train 

East—Coroner Returns a Verdict of 

Heart Failure—Came to Chicago on 

Saturday with John Gibson—A High 

._Degree Mason—Body Is Sent Home 
in the Evening. 


George A. Quimby, a business-man of Des 
‘Moines, Ia., and Secretary of the lowa Cen- 
tral Building and Loan association, dropped 
dead at 10 o'clock yesterday morning while 
in front of 361 West Sixty-third street. The 
body was removed to Dempster’s morgue, 
6014 Wentworth avenue, where cards found 
in the clothing revealed his identity. 

His relatives in Des Moines were notified, 
and they telegraphed to John Gibson, Vice 

resident of the lowa Central Building and 
Loan association, who had accompanied 
Mr. Quimby to Chicago on Saturday morn- 
ing. Mr. Gibson, who had been waliting at 
the New York Life Building for Mr. Quim- 
by, went to the morgue and identified the 
body. Arrangements were made for the in- 
quest, which was held at the morgue at 7 
o'clock last evening. The verdict was that 
death resulted from heart failure!’ The body 
wis shipped to Des Moines at 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Quimby and Mr. Gibson came to Chi- 
cago on Saturday morning. They attended 
business together during the day and ex- 
pected to leave for New York and the East 
on an extended business trip today. On Sat- 
urday evening Mr. Quimby went to the 
house of Dr. E. E. Holman, 6314 Harvard 
avenue, where he remained during Sunday. 
He left there, apparently in his usual health, 
at 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning, and was 
om his way to the Rock Island Depot,at 
Sixty-second street, when he was stricken. 
Dr. G. W. Watts, 351 West Sixty-third 
street, was called, but the man was dead 
before he-arrived. 

Mr. Quimby had been in poor health for 
several years. He lefta widow and a daugh- 
ter and son, both of whom are married, and 
live in Des Moines with Mrs. Quimby. Mr. 
Quimby was 51 years old and had lived in 
Des Moines for ten years. He was a Mason 
of high standing and belonged to El Kadir 
Temple, Nobles of the Mystic Shrine at 
Cedar Rapids, la., and to the Northwestern 
Masonic Aid association. He also had been 
prominent in building and loan circles fora 
number of years. 

Benjamin F. Schwimm, a conductor on the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad, was killed 
last night by being struck by an elevated 
motor car at Hamlin avenue. His mangled 
body was taken to an undertaking estab- 
lishment at {74 West Lake street. ~The

SENATOR BURKE TO

KILLED HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


Trial of W. J. Haldeman for Murder of 
Ex-State Senator Richardson Be- 
gun at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—The 
trial of W. J. Haldeman for the murder of 
his brother-in-law, ex-State Senator Rich- 
ardson, began today. 

A venire of fifty-five was exhausted with- 
out securing a jury, and another venire of 
a hundred will be made tomorrow. 

Owing to the fact that many witnesses 
must come by rail from outside the city, 
there will be two sessions of the court daily. 
' Richardson was killed in the office of the 
paper-mill at Lockland in which he and 
Haldeman were partners. An effort was 
made by the family to keep the matter as 
quiet as possible. 

After Richardson’s death the authorities 
pressed the investigation. into its cause so 
vigorously that arrest and imprisonment be- 
fore indictment were imminent, and Halde- 
man was temporarily secreted by his friends, 
but voluntarily surrendered after the indict- 
ment was returned. 


FIVE BREAK JAIL AT JOLIET. 


Prisoners Saw the Bars from the Cell 
and Are Now Believed to Be Be- 
yond Capture. 


Joliet, Ill., Nov. 21.—[{Special.]—This even- 
ing at 8 o'clock five prisoners escaped from 
the Will County Jail by sawing two iron bars 
from a second-story window.

Jamie Morrow Dies from In- 
juries Received on the 
Gridiron Field. 


YOUNG MOOREHOUSE HURT 


High School Pupil’s Skull Is 
Fractured in Trying to 
Make a Tackle. 


IS EXPECTED TO RECOVER. 


Jamie Morrow, i648 Hermitage avenue, 
gave up his life yesterday us the result of a 
game of football, and Albert Moorehouse, 219 
Sixty-fifth street, is at the Chicago Hos- 
pital with a trephined skull, the operation 
being resorted to because of a fracture 
caused in a tussle over a pigskin oval. Young 
M@rrow’s fatal game was a neighborhood 
affair. The game in which Albert Moore- 
house received serious injuries was between 
the South Division High School and the 
Berkeley elevens. 

The Morrow boy, who was the son of James 
S. Morrow, Assistant Superintendent of 
Libby, McNeill & Libby’s packing establish- 
ment, died during the morning from an in- 
ternal inflammation, the result of his foot- 
ball injuries. The Coroner's jury in the 
afternoon heard evidence in the case and re-

turned a verdict that death was caused by 
**vermiform appendicitis induced by inter- 
nal injuries from a fall.’’ ; 

**T am fully convinced that my boy’s inju- 
ries were purely accidental,’’ said the father, 


after the verdict. ‘* He tripped and fell over 
a broken sidewalk in a rush during a boys’ 
game of football. The other boys did not 
know he was injured and they crowded on 
top of him. I donot wish to blame any one.” 

Jamie Morrow was one of the brightest 
pupils of the Fulton School, and a devoted 
admirer of the college game. Among his 
playmates he was regarded as an authority 
on juvenile football. Every Saturday for 
the last two months the boys in the vicinity 
have congregated at Fifty-seventh street 
and Hermitage avenue to play football. 


Fatally Hurt in a Pileup. 

When the fatal game, which was played 
two weeks ago, commenced young Morrow 
picked the ball up fora run to the sidewalk 
goal, when it was knocked from his hands 
and fell on top of the sidewalk. He madea 
rush for it, slipped, and fell on his right 
side. The boys behind crowded on him. 

**Stop! Stop!’’ hecried. I’m hurt.’’ 

Joseph Stetmen, Edward Boger, John 
Webber, and Arthur Morrow, his brother, 
pushed the other boys aside and carried 
Jamie to his home, half a block away. From 
that time until he died a physician has been 
in constant attendance. From the first it 
WAs seen that it was afcritical cage. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow 
morning at 10 o'clock. Interment will be at 
Rosehill.

| MURDER STILL UNSOLVED. 


NO CLEW TO THE ASSASSINS OF 
GEORGE 8S. HARRISON.

| Police Searching for Two Suspicious 


Characters Who Were Seen Loiter- 
ing Around the Bridge Above Upper 
Alton Just Before Harrison Was 
Killed—Difference as to Motive— 
Family Believes in Robbery 


Theory. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Alton, Ill., Noy. 21.—[Special.]—Although 
three days have passed since George 8. Har- 
rison’s horse brought his dead body to the 
door of his farmhouse, two miles above 
Upper Alton, the mystery surrounding his 
assassination has not been lifted. ' 
-Og examination of his. outer coat today 
Mrs. Harrison found that the cloth about the 
middle button had been torn away, indi- 
cating that Mr. Harrison had been seized 
hy a rough hand as if an effort had been 
made to drag him from the buggy. 

Evidence from three different sources de- 

clares the presence in the vicinity of the 
bridge late in the afternoon and early in 
the evening of two men. They have not 
been found and they are being sought as 
the criminals. In appearance they were 
tramps. 
- Both wore thick, short coats of the sort 
worn by railroad men and others exposed 
much to the brunt of the weather. On their 
heads were round caps, drawn close down. 
They were garbed exactly alike. They were 
seen first In the middle of the afternoon by 
Joseph H. Loether, a farmer, living on a 
road that crosses the track a quarter of a 
mile from the high bridge, over which Harri- 
een drove to his death. Three hours later, 
at 5 o’clock—half an hour before the farmer 
was killed—Alivin Ford; a farmer boy, liv- 
ing in the first house on the Upper Alton side 
of the bridge, saw the same two men.on 
the Alton railroad track, 200 yards from 
the bridge, going toward it. He was driv- 
ing cows to water and came close to the 
men. They turned away from him so that 
he could not see their faces and their ac- 
tions aroused his suspicion. 

Ten minutes before Farmer Harrison 
reached the bridge the two men were there. 
They were seen by three plasterers, tne 
brothers Paddock of Godfrey, a village five 
miles north of Upper Alton. The plasterers 
passed in a wagon and saw the two men 
lurking in the shadow at the side. 

Mrs. Harrison believes that the two men 


killed her husband in the effort to commit 


robbery, and that they were foiled in their 
final purpose by the frightened horse. 

Before the Coroner's inquest Mrs. Harri- 
son testified that her husband had been 
threatened by his near neighbors, the Fred- 
erickses: The families quarreled over the 
managing of the district school. The 
only other local enemy possessed by Harri- 
son was due to an insult offered one of his 
daughters a few months ago by the son ofa 
prominent mian of Upper Alton. Mr. Harri- 
son threatened to whip the young manif he 


ever met him, and the culprit fled to St. 


Louis. He returned a short time ago, and 
is at home now, a social outeast. Hostility, 
however, did not extend to the two fathers. 


The boy's parent sought Mr. Harrison after | 


the trouble, and their mutual regard led 
Mr. Harrison to promise never to prosecute. 
According to one report, Mr. Harfison took 
the matter before the grand jury at Ed- 
wardsville last week, but this is denied 
emphatically by the members of his family. 
An investigation of the young man’s where- 
abouts during the day and evening is, never- 
theless, being made. 


UNPAID FEES ARE PILING UP. 


Finance Committee of the County Com- | 
missioners Recommends Special 
Collector for Probate Court. 


According to a special report submitted to 
the Board: of County Commissioners by 
Chairman Allen of the Finance committee 
of the board yesterday there has been much 
negiigence on the part of Probate Court 
clerks in the matter of collecting fees, and 


the committee recommends the appointment | 


of a special'collector for thecourt, who shall 
assume all authority and responsibility for 
the collection of the fees. 

During the eighteen years prior to 1895 
the various clerks of the Probate Court al- 
lowed fees to the amount of $70,501 to go 
uncollected and they remitted during the 
same period fines amounting to $116,680. 

The committee thinks a great improve- 
ment in the collection of fees has taken 
place under the present administration. It 
says,.that for the year preceding Clerk-Coop- 
er’s administration the net earnings of the 
office were $105,276.31. The total amount 
collected was $79,924.39, leaving the collec- 
tions less than the earnings by $25,351.92, 
or 76 per cent of the amount earned. | 

In 1895, the first year of Mr. Cooper’s term 


of office, the net earnings were $110,103.97, | 


the collections $96,752.44, leaving uncollect- 
ed $13,351.53. The collections were 88 per 
cent of the net earnings. 

The report was prepared by Channing Tay- 
lor, specia] accountant to the board. 

It cost $2,203.24 to print the ballots used 
by the Board of Election Commissioners at 
the last election. The bill was submitted 
to the County board in the afternoon by I.

FOR NATIONAL HEALTH BUREAU. 


Health Commissioner Returns and 
Speaks of the Wishes of the San- 
itary Convention in Memphis. 


Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds, Commissioner of 
Health, returned to the city yesterday after 
a brief visit to Memphis, Tenn., where he 
had been in attendance at the Sanitary con- 
vention. The convention was held for the 
purpose of considering ways and means and 


suggesting national legislation for the pre- 


vention of yellow fever. Said Dr. Reynolds, 
in talking of the meeting: f 

‘* The principal points discussed before the 
convention were the manner in whicha na- 
tional quarantine should be executed, the 
most effective method of enforcing a quar- 
antine against foreign infected ports, and 
the question of interstate quarantine. The 
question of State rights, or home rule, was 
scarcely alluded to. Matters of public health 
in which the whole country is interested 
were also taken up. pea, 

** Resolutions were adopted advocating the 


‘establishment, on a broad and comprehen- 


sive basis, of a National Bureau of Public 
Health in the Treasury department, which 
should administer all the public health func- 
tions now exercised under national author- 
ity. This bureau it is proposed to bring into 
immediate relations with the sanitary au- 
thor:ties of individual States through an 
advisory council, consisting of one member 
from each State, the several States being 
thus given a due share in the power and re- 
sponsibility of the central board. ie 

“Steps will be taken to induce Congress 
to take action on the lines proposed by the 
convention.”’

Colonel Kavanagh of the Seventh In- 
fantry and Colonel E. C. Young of the First 
Cavalry, Illinois National Guard, believe, in 
common with nearly all the officers of the 
National Guard, that the rank and file of the 
citizen soldiery will not stand the attempt 
to place over them officers not of their own 
choice.

By refusing a 
money offer on the Philippines the Span- 
iards seem to imagine they can clear them- 
selves of their obligations to pay the $40,-

They 
also seem to imagine that they can in the 
same way escape the responsibility for the 
$400,000,000 borrowed in like manner with 
Yuba as security. If this is their dodge, 
they are only whipping the devil around a 


stump, for the Madrid government got 
and spent the money for its own benefit, — 


and it alone is responsible, no matter what 
the details of the peace treaty between the 
United States and Spain may ultimately be.

tion of hostilities on the part of the United 
States. It seems incredible that the Sa- 
gasta government should be so fatuous as 
to let the matter go as far asthis.

LET THE NOVELS GO. 

The committee of Senators and Represen- 
tatives appointed to investigate the postal 
service and ascertain whether there is not 
some way to reduce the expenses of the 
Postoffice department and lessen or get rid 
of entirely the yearly excess of expenditures 
over receipts, which amounts te about 15 
million dollars, is. in session. While the 
committee is investigating all branches of 
the postal service, it is paying special at- 
tention to the manner of paying railroads 
for carrying the mails end to the question 
whether the cost of carrying second-class 
mail matter cannot be reduced by making 
some of that matter pay higher rates. ? 

Congressman Loud of California, the 
chairman of the Committee on Postoffices 
and Postroads and a member of*this joint 
commission, states that in investigating this 
second-class mail question it is working a 
good deal along the linesof the bill prepared. 
by him. One of the features of that meas- 
ure is the change of classification of novels 
and sample copies of trashy, ephemeral pub- 
lications, so that they shall be made to pay 
more than their present rate of a cent a 
pound. The Congressman is of the opinion 
that if this were done the deficit would be 


the Ikast objection to carrying: the remain- 
der of the second-class matter at the pres- 
ent low rate. 

There is no reason why the experiment 
should not be tried. It would be a blunder 
to amend the postal laws in such a way as to 
increase the cost of carrying and distribut- 
ing the daily and weekly newspapers. The 
less it costs the people to get them the bet- 
ter it is for the people. To carry news ata 
low rate is one thing. To carry trashy 
novels and bogus “ sample copies,” which 
benefit nobody, at a rate which is far below 
cost is quite another matter. The only 
wonder is that Congress has not adopted al- 
ready this simple method of reducing some- 
what the postoffice deficit. 


It is stated that one of the 
Chicago traction companies 
is sending passes over its 
line to the newly-elected 
members of the Legislature 
who live in its “ territory.’’ Possibly the 
other companies are doing the same by 
their members. This distribution: of passes 
is unheard-of generosity. It, was not ex- 
pected that companies which Claim to be so 
poor that they cannot give the city adequate 
compensation for valuable privileges en- 
joyed by them would be so lavish with 
their free transportation. But this may be 
calculated and mercenary generosity. The 
companies may be sowing in order. to reap. 
The next Legislature will be called on to 
repeal the Allen law, a measure in which 
the traction companies take a lively inter- 
est. There is “ millions in it’’ for them. 
They may feel that a member who has in 
his pocket a street railroad pass, which may 
save him $70 or more a year, will be less 
inclined to vote for the repeal of the Allen 
law than if he had no such pass. Or the 
sending of them to members may be looked 
on as a delicate hiht that there are other 
good things where those passes came from, 
and that they can be had on application. 
Members who propose to vote for the repeal 
of the Allen law should not accept these 
favors. They shou!d not be under obliga- 
tions to companies whose interests they are 
going to antagonize. These first, insidious 
advances of the traction companies should 
be repelled. There is no good reason why 
they should give free transportation to 
members. 


MISS SCHLEY’S IMPERTINENCE. 

Miss Jessie Schley, who went to Spain as 
a delegate of the Women’s International 
league, is out in a statement in which she 
claims that it was through her agency 
Spain was induced to sue for peace.

TRADE WITH AMERICAN COLONIES. 

The London Chronicle, which has been 
one of the most zealous advocates of the 
retention of the Philippines by the United 
States, gives out a querulous note in ref- 
erence to the navigation laws that will, in 
future, control the shipping trade between 
Canada and Porto Rico. It complains that 
the effect of this policy will be to “ make. 
it impossible for any but American ves- 
sels to trade between America and its new 
colony.” “This,” it declares, “is not an 
open door. It is a door shut, bolted, and 
barricaded.” 

The same issue which gives publication 
to this complaint presents statistics going 
to show that foreign vessels—chiefly British 
—are today enjoying substantially the whole 
of the grain carrying trade from American 
ports, It is estimated that the sum paid 
by American shippers to foreign  ship- 
owners during the present year will be 
in excess of $200,000,000, of which 85 to 
90 per cent is carried on in English and 
Scotch bottoms, while the remainder goes to 
Norwegian and Swedish vessels. The profits 
which European steamship companies are 
receiving ou the transportation of grain 
are estimated at 20 to 30 and even 35 per 
cent on the capital invested. ‘This would 


any real ground for complaint on account 
of the “closed door” in one aspect of the 
case at least. é ee 

This is a view of the situation to which 
attention has been called by the late war, 
and there is already a strong conviction 
of the necessity for an increase of our 
merchant marine, in order that we may 
reap the advantages which territorial ex- 
pansion and the acquisition of island de- 
pendencies are destined to bring us. 

But the “ open door” talk applies chiefly 
to the Empire of China and a few other in- 
dependent countries without manufactures 
of their own. Chinese ports are open to all 
nations with which it has treaties for ad- 
mission of goods on the payment of a duty of 
about 5 per cent. But there is no “ open 

door” of that kind for England to colonial 

ports of France, Germany, Spain, or Hol- 
land, or even to the English colonies of 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, or South 
Africa. 

Our government has not stopped Canadian 
ship-gwners from carrying Canadian goods 
to Porto Rico, or carrying back Porto Rican 
products for Canadian consumption, nor 
has it prohibited British vessels from doing 
the same. 
door to Cuban, Porto Rican, or Philippine 
ports against British, Australian, or Canadi- 
an vessels. But to allow them to enter 
upon a coastwise traffic, or the carrying of 
American products to these islands and 
vice versa, on the same footing with 
American vessels, would be quite a different 
thing. When our government abolishes 
the existing laws and regulations govern- 
ing our coasting trade, it will be soon 
enough to open the. doors of our island 
ports to the carrying trade and the ship- 
ping of other nations. Until! then the laws 
as they now exist will have to be recognized 
and enforced. It would be absurd to ex- 
pect the United States to make special 
laws-for these islands—and if this were 
not true, Congress has had no opportunity 
as yet to act upon this question. Before 
this is done there must first be a change 
in the 100-year-old policy of this country. 
This is a point of which the London Chron- 

icle, in its ignorance of our tariff laws and 
regulations, has failed to take cognizance 
in its wild and hysterical outburst,

Our New Navy Moving Steadily For- 
ward—Comparisons with Other Na- 
tions on a Basis of Long’s Plans. 


With fifty-five war vessels under con- 
struction the work of building the mighty 
navy is not to stop. Secretary Long Is to 
recommend another tremendous addiiion in 
his forthcoming report. He will propuse 
the construction of three new battleships of 
13,500 tons each, three armored cruisers of 
tg tons, three second-class cruisers of 

,000, ami six third-class cruisers of 3,000. 
Fifteen great ships, aggregating 112,500 
tons, will be next year’s contribution to the 
mighty navy if the Secretary has his way. 

The proposed battleships will continue the 
steady advancement we have made in that 
class of vessels since we thought we had ac- 
complished a wonderful feat in laying the 
keel of the 8,300-ton Texas. We laid down 
the Oregon, Indiana, and Massachusetts, of 
10,23lstons cach, raised that to 11,296 tous in 
the lowa, advanced to 11,500 tons in the 
IKkearsarge and Kentucky, and 11,525 in the 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and Alabama, went up 
to 12,500 in the Maine, Missouri, and Ohio, 
and now are to progress to 13,500 in the new 
batch. Probably that will be the limit, for 
the advantages of larger ships are open to 
question. 

With these vessels we shall have a fleet of 
fifteen first-class battleships, all new, and 
none of less than 10,000 tons. Noother coun- 
try except England and France can show as 
many. France has nineteen battleships of 
that class and Russia thirteen. Russia, 
however, has eight battleships of from 8,000 
to 10,000 tons each, such as the Cissoi Veliky 
and Navarin, with which we have nothing 
to correspond, and these would bring her 
paper strength somewhat above ours. 

Our armored cruisers of 12,000 tons will 
find few ships in the world to match them in 
their class. England has none, although 
she is building four of 11,850 tons each. 
France has none, her nearest approach to 
them béing the Jeanne d’Arc, of 11,270 tons. 
Russia has two, the Gromoboy, of 14,000 
tons, and the Rossia of 12,200, and she comes 
close to them with the Rurik of 10,940. Japan 
has none of 12,000 tons, but she is building 
six fine ones of 9,436 tons each. Germany 
has none, but she is building four of 10,650 
tons. No other country has any, or any 
approach to them. 

Soeidentally, Dewey is taking a hand in 
the production of the mighty navy by raising 
three of the gunboats he sank at Manila. It 


is a small contribution in material, but tre- | 


mendous in significance. It is a reminder 
that our navy is one that can do things.—

On the contrary, it is 
desirable, on general principles, that those 
negotiations should proceed with reasonable 
expedition to a final treaty in the near 
future. Nothing is to be gained for either 
side by procrastination, while much will be 
gained for both by a prompt settlement of 
all the war issues and a return to the basis 
of peace. 3

reason for speedy action now becomes op-- 


erative. It is made known that the Philip- 
pine insurgents are taking advantage of the 
armistice between Spain and the United 
States to overrun the islands still further, 
and to menace with capture and spoliation 
the places still remaining in Spanish pos- 
session. Lloilo especially, the second city 
in the archipelago, is desperately belea- 
guered, if not actually captured, and its for-. 
eign residents are making piteous appeals 


for American protection, the few hundred * 


Spanish troops being utterly incapable of 
defending it much longer against the rebels. 
Nowhere in the islands, indeed, are the, 
Spaniards able to maintain their authority. 
Yet it seems impossible for the Americans 
to interfere. They have the strength to do 
so, on both land and sea. They could save 
lloilo and bring the insurrection to an end. 
But they are debarred therefrom by the 
terms of the existing protocol, under which 
their right to act is confined to Manila and 
its immediate environs. Pending further ac- 
tion at Paris they must remain inactive 
spectators. of whatever tragedy may be 
wrought by the insurgents ‘upon the all but 
helpless Spanish garrisons. 

That is a deplorable state of affairs. The 
islands are being ravaged, and the natives 
are being encouraged and confirmed in their 
belligerence, all because a 
power that is unable to restore order plays 
the part of the dog in the mauger and pre- 


vents action by a power<that is able to set 


things to rights. It matters little what we 
think of the conduct of the insurgents. We 
may hold that they are acting badly, and 
that they ought to cease operations and re- 
turn to peace; or we may deem them half 


justified in continuing their campaign until 


some definite disposition is made of the 
That is not to the point. Whatis 
pertinent is that they are keeping up their 
war; that Spain cannot stop them, and could 
not even if we should withdraw our forces 
and give her a free hand thereg that we are 


able to stop them and to restore peace and 


prosperity, and that we are restrained from 
so doing by Spain’s casuistic endeavors to 
teach Americans the meaning of the English 
langtage. 

What is needed is a prompt compliance by 


Spain with the ‘terms of the protocol signed 


in August last; a realization of the fact 
that Spanish sovereignty in the Philippines 
has been forfeited, and a recognition of the 
fact that “ disposition ’’ does not mean “ re- 
or any such 
thing, but ** the act of disposing of anything, 
handing over, alienation.’”’ -'When that 
comes to pass there will be a prospect of 
peace and order in the Philippines. For 
the sake of those islands, and to save them 
from anarchy, it ought to come to pass 
without delay.—New York Tribune. . 


Object Lesson from the Phil{fppines. 
‘The dispatch received on Friday by the 
Navy department from Admiral Dewey 
forms a striking comment on Spain’s efforts 


‘to show that, although Luzon is lost to her, 


she still holds the central Philippines: 
“Charleston and Concord arrived today 
from Iloilo. Glags reports that the entire 


Island of Panay is in possession of in- 


surgents, except L[loilo, which is defended by 
800 Spanish troops. All foremost citizens 
there beg for American protection. The 


Island of Negros has declared independence 


and desires American protectorate.’’ 

lloilo, though small compared with Manila, 
stands second in commercial importance in 
the Philippines, by reason of its large export 
trade in hemp, sugar, tobacco, and other 
products, and its safe harbor. Some weeks 
ago General Rios, after reporting various 
victories over the insurgents in the central 
Philippines, informed the Madrid govern- 
ment, according to the dispatches, that in 
his opinion the revolt there was about over. 


The remembrance of Weyler’s bulletins from 


Cuba suggested how much reliance was to 
be put upon this story, which was possibly.

at Paris. Admiral Dewey conducted his own 
independent investigations into the matter 
and now we have the result.

The telegram which was sent to General 

Wilson is as follows: 

“Tt is found impracticable to occupy Cler- 
fuegos before the ist of January, in view of 
its altered conditions, Secretary of War di- 
rects that you give such orders concern- 
ing the troops designated for this service as 
will meet the situation. By command of 
Major General Miles. 

“ H. C. Cornsin, Adjutant General.”’ 

This telegram does not intimate that 

Cienfuegos has been actually abandoned, 
but that will be the effect of the depart- 
mental action taken within the last few 
hours. Another point will be chosen, but, 
judging from the attitude of the Secretary 
of War as expressed in advices sent to army 
officers in Cuba, there will be no movement 
of troops toward the island until after the 
new year.

Grand Jury Presents True 
Bills Against Alleged 
Conspirators. 


OTHERS ARE IMPLICATED. 


Son of the Senator and Ex-State 
Treasurer Haywood Must 
Stand Trial. 


IN COURT AT EARLY DAY. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
United States Senator Quay, his son Richard 
R. Quay, and former State Treasurer Ben- 
jamin Haywood were indicted by the grand 
jury today on all five of the bills charging 
them with conspiracy in the misuse of State 
funds. No indictment was brought against 
Charles H. McKee of Pittsburg, who was 
held in bail by Magistrate Jermon at the 
same time as Senator Quay and his son. 


spiracy with John 8. Hopkins, former cash- 
ier of the People’s Bank, for the unlawful 
use of the moneys of the bank in the pur- 
chase of stock, and conspiracy with Hop- 
kins in the misuse of State funds on deposit 
in the People’s Bank. Hopkins committed 
suicide by shooting in March last. 
The finding of the jury was unanimous. 
One of the indictments which aroused much 
comment, the fourth, included the names in 
a conspiracy charge with Quay and Hay- 
wood all the State Treasurers who have 
served since 1884 up to the time of the close 
of Haywood’s term with the end of 1897. 
Those mentioned in this indictment are 
William Livesey, who served three terms as 
Treasurer; William B. Hart, Henry K. Boy- 
er, at present Superintendent of the Mint; 
John W. Morrison, and Samuel M. Jackson.

The second indictment charges M. S. Quay 
with conspiring with John 8. Hopkins to un- 
lawfully buy and sell stocks, knowing that 
the said Hopkins was cashier of the People’s

The fourth bill has been recited, and the 
fifth charges Benjamin J. Haywood, as State 
Treasurer, with unlawfully loaning $100,000 
of State money which, it Is alleged, went to 
Richard R. Quay, and also with receiving 
pecuniary benefit from the deposit of State 
money in the People’s Bank. 

The Quay case was placed beforethe grand 
jury on Friday last, the defendants having 
been under $5,000 bail each asa result of a 
hearing before Magistrate Jermon early in 
October. 

It was stated tonight that Senator Quay 
and his son would be arraigned in the morn- 
ing and seek to have the trial fixed at an 
early date. Such an arrangement will be 
satisfactory to Mr. Graham, and it is said 
the defendants will probably be called for 
trial on Wednesday.

CHEAPER CHICAGO PAVEMENT. 


Robert C. Givins Returns feom a Tour 
of Investigation Loaded with 
Facts and Information. 


Robert C. Givins, chairman of the Public 
Service committee of the Real Estate board, 
who has just returned from visits to St. 
Louis, Louisville, Detroit, and Cincinnati, 
where he went to investigate the methods 
of levying special assessments and making 
street improvements, says he believes that 
with the great amount of paving done in 
Chicago, a condition can be brought about 
which will permit of the laying of asphalt at 
a cost to property-owners 50 to 75 per cent 
less than the rate now charged. 

‘It is estimated that there are 3,924 miles 
of streets in Chicago,”’ said Mr. Givins, ‘“‘ and 
1,464 miles are unimproved. It is probably 
safe to say that 1,000 miles of the unimproved 
streets should be macadamized, while the 
other 464 miles should be paved with asphalt. 
There are also many miles of improved 
streets paved with cedar block which will 
require paving now, or will in a few years.. 
As I figure it,it will take at least $32,000,000 to 
pave the streets of this city as they should be 
paved. 

**In Cincinnati they give property-owners 
ten years to pay street paving assessments, 
dividing the actual cost into ten equal as- 
sessments, and the city guarantees the 
bonds, which sell at 8 and 4 per cent. In 
most of the cities the main sewers are built 
by the city and only the laterals are charged 
to the property-owners. The amount of the 
special assessment is exactly what the im- 
provement costs and not a dollar is added. 
. J] found that in nearly all the cities I 
visited the chief engineers favor asphalt for 
heavy traffic, excepting in streets like South 
Water, where, because of the wholesale 
business, the recommend granite blocks.’’

MARTIAL LAW FOR PANA. 


GOVERNOR TANNER ISSUERS LONG OF- 
FICIAL PROCLAMATION. 


Every Person Bearing Arms in the 
Town or Within a Mile Outside 
Forty-eight Hours After Publica- 
tion of the Notice Will be Arrested— 
All Weapons Must Be Surrendered 
te Officer in Command—Asks Citi- 
zens to Uphold the Law. 


Springfield, Ill., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—By a 
proclamation issued this evening and ad- 
dressed to the people of Pana, Governor Tan- 
ner has partially established martial law 
in that town, 

In this proclamation the Executive for- 
bids the carrying of arms within the City 
of Pana, or within one‘mile of the city limits, 
and commands all persons bearing arms 
within such district to surrender the same 
to the militia on penalty of arrest. 

Following is the text of the proclamation: 

“* Whereas, Ly the sixth section of the 
fifth article of the constitution of the State 
of Illinois, it is provided that the supreme 
executive power shall be vested in the Goy- 
ernor, who shall take care that the laws 
shall be falthfully executed. 

“And, whereas, It is provided by the 
fourteenth section of the same article that 
*the Governor shall be commander-in-chief 
of the military and naval: forces of the 
State (except when they shall be called into 
the service of the United States), and may 
call out the same to execute the laws, sup- 
press insurrection, and repel invasion.’ 

“And whereas, As the Governor of the 
State of Illinois, in the execution of my 
duty, ‘to take care that the laws are faith- 
fully executed,’ and in the exercise of my 
duties as commander-in-chief of the mili- 
tary forces of the State, I have called on 
‘cand designated such part of the military 
forces of the State as aré necessary, in my 


judgment, to enforce and execute the laws 


of the State in the City of Pana, and in its 
vicinity, and for the protection of the per- 
sons, property, and peace of the City of 
Pana, and the lives and property of the In- 
habitants of said city and its vicinity, and

“To the extent herein particularly stated 
the Governor and Commander-in-Chief es- 
tablishes martial law within the district 
aforesaid as being necessary, in his judg- 
ment, to execute the laws of the land.

Dr. J. Q. A. Henry was present at the 


weekly meeting of the Congregational min- 
isters yesterday in the interests of the 
anti-vice crusade. He made an address on 
the present conditions in Chicago. When 
he was through two sets of resolutions were 
placed before the meeting. One arraigned 
the Mayor and Chief of Police as being per- 
sonally responsible /for the evils, while the 
others only pledged the support of the min- 
isters to Dr. Henry, without placing re- 
sponsibility on any one.

The worst of it is that all these resorts are 
under police protection. Some may have 
thought us severe in our criticism of the 
Mayor and Chief of Police, yet but a hun- 
dredth of the truth has been told. These 
officials should be indicted. Some city offi- 
cials are honest. Patrolmen, Lieutenants, 


rand Captains are anxious to enforce the 


law, but dare not go against the instruc- 
tions of their superiors.’’ 


Dr. Henry related how his life had been 


‘threatened and how he was followed by 
detectives.

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KEEN RIVALRY IS SHOWN. 


Conference at Palmer House 
Fails to Harmonize Their 
Differences. 


ENGAGE IN SHARP SPARRING. 


are now working to organize the State Sen- 
ate when it meets In January. One was 
formed yesterday by Senators Daniel A. 
Campbell, Fred A. Busse, Daniel May, Will- 
iam Sullivan, H. G. Hall, and Niels Juul of 
Chicago, O. F. Berry, Carthage; P. T. Chap- 
man, Vienna, and llenry C. Begole, Belle- 
ville. Its rival has been in the field several 
days, with Isaac Miller Hamilton, Cissna 
Park; H. M.-Dunlap, Savoy; James D. Put- 
nam, Elmwood; and James W. Templeton, 
Princeton, as the leading spirits. Thomas 
Milchrist and Sidney McCloud of Cook 
County apparently are allied with the latter. 

Both combinations met in Parlor P of the 
Palmer House last night and for two hours 
there was lively sparring. The Hamilton- 
Dunlap-Putnam crowd had not previously 
learned of the Campbell-Berry deal. Not 
the full strength of either camp attended. 
Those present were O, F. Berry, D, A. 
Campbell, J. W. Templeton, P. T. Chapman, 
Hi. M. Dunlap, I. M. Hamilton, J. D. Put- 
nam, Thomas EF. Milchrist, Sidney McCloud, 
Charles Bogardus of Paxton, William M. 
Odell, Wilmington, and C. P. Gardner of 
Mendota. When Senator Campbell an-' 
nounced the new combination and asked 
everybody to join it the effect was some- 
what sensational. Immediately the assem- 
bled statesmen formed into groups of two 
and three for consultation. 

The existence of a document said to be an’ 
agreement to stand together for the organi- 
zation of the Senate was made known. It. 
is said it bore the signatures of Senators 
Hamilton, Dunlap, Robert F. Fort. Bo- 
gardus, W. S. Edwards. Putnim, McCloud, 
Milchrist, Templeton, 8. C. Pemberton, and 
William Payne. Some of these men said 
they supposed it was nothing more thana 
call for a meeting to talk things over. 

It soon became evident there could be no 
mutual agreement. The six Chicago Sen- 
ators, allied with Berry and Chapman, say 
they could not go into the other camp, for 
the reason that it is antagonistic to the ad- 
ministration. At the same time, Messrs. 
Campbell and Berry said they were perfect- 
ly willing to support Templeton for Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the Senate. Each element 
took pains to give out statements .that it 

*would have nothing whatever to do with any 
movement headed by Senators H. H. Evans, 
D. D. Hunt, and John Humphrey. 

Senator Campbell said the new combina- 
tion had agreed not to support any man 
for President pro tem. who voted for the 
Allen bill, but Senator Berry declared he 
knew nothing of such an understanding. 
As they separated each side claimed it would 
have votes enough to control the organiza- 
tion within the next ten days. 

The Campbell-Berry combine started with 
nine members, against eleven in the opposi- 
tion camp. It counts on support by Sena- 
tors Pemberton, Milchrist,. George W. Stub- 
blefield, H. F. Aspinwall, Baxter, Gardner, 
Odell, 8S. H. Case, Templeton, Evans,.Hunt, 
Humphrey, and Bollinger. Eighteen votes 
will control the caucus... Hamilton said he 
was sure the eleven already pledged would 
stick; that Gardner and Odell had signed, 
and that théy were*‘sure of six or seven 
more, though he refused to say who they 
are.. Mr. Milchrist declared he would not 
act with any combination formed against 
the administration. Senator Berry sig- 
nificantly remarked that the friends of the 
administration would organize the Senate. 
Senator Templeton is not classed as an- 
tagonistic to the Governor. It was reported 
that Evans, Humphrey, Baxter, and Aspin- 
wall have expressed a desire to remain in- 
active in the matter.

CHINA SEEKS FOR LIGHT. 


PRESIDENT EATON OF BELOIT COL- 
LEGE TALKS OF MIDDLE KINGDOM, 


Addresses the Chicago Congregational | 
Club on the Political, Intellectual, 
and Spiritual Condition of the Em- 
pire—Declares Russia Is a Menace 
to It and That England and Amer- 

fea Can Advance Its Civilisation 
Through Channels of Commerce. 


The Chicago Congregational club tendered 
a reception and dinner last night at the 
Palmer House to President Edward Dwight 
EFaton of Beloit College, and Mrs. Eaton, 
who lately returned from China, where, as 
members of a committee from the Board of 
American Commissioners, they investigated 
the progress of Congregational missionary 
work in that country. . 

President Eaton spoke of the political sit- 
uation of China, and said Russia was a great 
menace to the progress and development of 
China. He spoke of the great commercial 
importance of the “‘ open door ’”’ policy, and . 
showed how closely the United States was 
interested in supporting England in laying 
down this rule. . 

Judge Nathaniel Sears presided. Dr. E. 
F. Williams offered a tribute to the memory 
of the late William E. Hale, which was 
spread upon the minutes of the club. | 

‘The great obstacle in Christian work in 
China,’ President Eaton said, ‘‘is the all- 
pervading spiritual darkness and fear which 
is a part of the nation. Yet the results al- 
ready achieved in destroying this darkness 
are of a gratifying character. The Chinese 
admit that medical missionaries are able

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


MINISTER ROMERO’S VOLUME ON 
MEXICO FULL OF MERIT. 


Under the Title “ Mexico and the Unit- 
ed States " He Presents an Exhaust- 
ive. Study of the Political, Commer- 
cial, and Social Relations of the 
Two Countries—His Work Is Some- 
what Marred by Repetitions and 
Diplomatic Bias. 


OR many years Sefior Don Matias. 
Romero has been one of the best, 
known characters in Washington. He 
came to this country in 1859 as first 

secretary of the Mexican Legation. A 
year later he was made Chargé d’Affairies, 
continuing in that capacity until 1863, when 
he assumed the position of Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, re- 
maining in office until 1868. He returned to 
Washington in 1882, after fourteen years of 
valuable service to his country at the home 
capital, and it is safe to say that during all 
these years he has contributed more to the 
growing regard of the two countries for each 
other than any other influence, with the pos- 
sible exception of President Diaz himself, 
who has always been a warm admirer of the 

‘United States and its people. vos 

Sefior Romero has now written a portly 
volume on “‘ Mexico and the United States ”’ 
(Putnam), and it is not surprising that it 
should be a veritable thesaurus of informa- 
tion concerning our sister republic. its ar- 

rangement, however, could be much im- 
proved. There are many repetitions which, 
without the aid of excellent indexes, would 
be extremely embarrassing. Part I. is made 
up of geographical and statistical notes, cor- 
rected down to June 30, 1897. These include 
such general subjects as mining, orography, 
hydrography, climate, flora, fruits, ethnol- 
ogy, language, population, religion, politics, 
education, railways, immigration, etc. “Part 


’ JI. is given up to statistics proper, with 
‘tables of all important matters relating to 


domestic and foreign trade, railways, bank- 
ing, navigation, etc: Then follow addenda, 
an appendix, and a valuable chapter on Mex-. 
ico’s drainage. The remainder of the book 
is made up of historical notes on Mexico, 
which are largely reprints of articles con- 
tributed by the author to American period- 
icals. | 

The most interesting, and in some respects 
the -most valuable, portions of the book ere 
the personal notes on the population, the 
climate, the foreign resident, opportunities 
for trade, and so on. The author has had 
every opportunity for a wide acquaintance 
and is usually frank in his expression of 
opinfon. His diplomatic training, however, 
shows itself here and there, sometimes in 
amusing ways. 


Tt is well known to every one familiar w'th 
Mexican sentiment that the Spaniard is not 
popular in Mexico. The monument to the 
last of the Montezumas on the Paseo de la 
Reforma in the City of Mexico is the national 
Yet we find 
Mr. Romero describing the Spaniard as 
** forceful of word and phrase, energetic in 
his movements, immensely vital, tremen- 
dousiy persistent, and wonderfully endur- 
ing.’”’ This sounds big, and is probably in- 


tended for a compliment. At least, he wants 


the Spaniards to think so. But, in plain 
Anglo-Saxon, it means that the native of 
Spain has considerable energy and is not 
easily overcome. The same thing could be. 
said of the North American. Indian. 

“The American,”’ says Mr. Romero, “isa 


speculator, a dreamer of golden dreams: he 


lives for the eyes of other people; he is not 
capable of the.patience that keeps a man 


tied to a desk or shop for half a lifetime.” 


This is a peculiar generalization. It may 


fit some Americans, but it will seem a rather 


strange statement to those Americans who 
have developed the road interests in 
Mexico and for a quarter of a century have 
been patiently trying to persuade the natives 
to give up the national motto never to do 
today what you can put off to tomorrow. 


He says that “it is easier for Americans in 
Mex'co to fall into Mexican ways and Mex- 
ican moral views than it is to convert the 
Mexicans to the American view of life 


a cér.clusion that seems too obvious to justi- 
fy the use of the type to print it. 


On the subject of religion in Mexico, par- 


ticularly of its ecclesiastical aspect, Mr. 
Romero writes with full kncwledge. He was 
a leading spirit in securing the adoption of 
the so-called laws of reform by which the 
property of the church was appropriated by 
the government. He confesses that he fa- 
vored the establishment of Protestant wor- 
ship because he.‘ thought that one of the 
best ways to diminish the evils of the polit- 
ical domination and abuses of the clergy 
in Mexico was to favor the establishment of 
other sects, which would come in some 


‘measure into competition with the Catholic 


clergy ard thus serve to cause it to refrain 
from excesses of which it had been guilty 
before.’’ He confesses to favoring the 
“Church of Jesus."’ of which Bishop Riley 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of. this 
country was for atime the leading spirit, and 
of selling to that denomination when he was 
in charge of the national treasury the main 
church of the Franciscan foundation in the 
City of Mexico for the nominal sum of $4.000 
—property which has recently been secured 
by the Roman Catholic Church for $100,000. 

Yet, in spite of these personal efforts in 
behalf of the establishing of Protestantism 
in Mexico, Mr. Romero is rather opposed to 
He says that 
he has “ never been favorable to missionury 
work,”’ and seems to share in some degree 
the fear of many of his countrymen that 
Protestantism, in seeking to divide the na- 
tional church, is representing a party in our 
own country that wants to absorb Mexico. 
Such absurd views are certainly not held 
by President Diaz, who long ago learned 
that among the warmest supporters of the 
government were the Protestant missicn- 
aries and their converts. 

In other parts of his book, notably in his 
chapter on the ‘** Philosophy of the Mexican 
Revolutions,”’ Sefior Romero does not hesi- 


*tate to call in question the loyalty of the 


Catholic clergy throughout Mexican history. 
He affirms that they have been the center 
of nearly all the revolutions against iegiti- 
mate authority, while they have stood in the 
way of genuine progress. Writing of the 
war of 1846-'47, the particulars of which he 
polliely omits, he says that the incidents 
connected with the war ‘afford the best 
proofs that could be adduced of the want of 
patriotism of the Mexican clergy.”

minion of Canada in London.

ly entered the service of the Hudson Bay 
company, where he made his way, step by 
step, until he becameits chief. The nowl- 
edge of the capabilities of Canad@ which 
he gained while acting as an officer of the 
company enabled him at once to see the 
value of the country as a field for settle- 
ment and to lay the foundations of his own 
large fortune. He may be said'to have been 
the creator of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road, as well as the munificent founder of 
many of the great public institutions of the 
Dominion.

British peeresses who have lost their jewels 
through robbery, similar to that by means of 
which the Duchess of Sutherland lost $150,- 
000 worth of gems theotherday. Lady Ash- 
burton had confided her casket of jewels to 
her maid, who was seated in one railroad 
compartment while her mistress was in an- 
other. Lady Ashburton was traveling with 
Lady de Grey. 

Suddenly a liveried servant, who looked 
exactly like Lady de Grey’s footman, ap- 
peared at the carriage window and told the 
maid that Lady Ashburton wanted the 
casket containing the jewels. The maid 
readily handed it to him, and only discovered 
too late that she had intrusted the jewels 
to a clever thief. ; 

The robbery was irreparable, in that the 
gems thus lost comprised some superb and 
historic emeralds that had belonged to the 
Empress Josephine, and which had come 
into the possession of the Ashburton fam- 
ily through the grandmother of the present 
peer, a daughter of Maret, first Duke of 
Bassano, Secretary and Chancellor to the 
first Napoleon, and who, having returned 
his master’s kindness towards him by sell- 
ing all his private and state papers con- 
tained in some 200 cases to the Russian gov- 
ernment, is quite capable of having secured 
the jewels of the Empress Josephine by a 
similar act of dishonesty and ingratitude.

There are no more passionate and extrava- 
gant collectors of fine jewels than the great 
Princes and native multi-milHonaire mer- 
chants of India. They buy gems without 
asking any inconvenient questions; and in 
nine cases out of ten the jewels are never 
seen again in public, being reserved by the 
purchaser for display within the precincts 
of his zenana, or for an addition to his 
hoard. 

With regard to stolen jewels this is of 
inestimable advantage to the thieves, as 
far as their discovery is concerned, for 
when jewels are purchased in Europe or in 
America it is solely with the object of 
wearing them in public, and it was in this 
manner that a few years ago the well 
known stolem jewels of Mme. Ratazzi were 
at length recognized on the present Gérman 
Empress, to whom they had been presented 
by the Sultan, who had purchased them for 
the purpose.

CAUSE OF THE CRUCIFIXION. 


Professor Herron Declares It Was Pun- 
- ishment for Attacking Social and 
Poli‘ical Institutions. 


In the fifth of his lectures in the Christian 
Citizenship league course yesterday Profes- 
sor Herron spoke of the conflict of Christ 
with civilization. He contended that Jesus 
was crucified as a political and not as a 
religious heretic. Im speaking of Jesus’ ac- 
tion in driving the merchants from the 
temple in Jerusalem he said: 

‘“*The Jewish temple, which Jesus purged, 
was the political capitol of the nation. He 
did precisely what one of us would do if 
we should go up to Washington and sud- 
denly drive from the Senate chamber the 
lobbyists, the chief of whom are our elected 
Senators—elected to represent the corpora- 
tions for which they are paid attorneys. He 
was finally put to death by the Supreme 
Court of his nation on the ground that he 
endangered the nation’s existence by doing 
the things he was doing, by saying the 
things he was saying. The Judges of this 
court had often personally enjoined Jesus 
from saying the things that he said, and he 
had as often refused to obey their injunc- 
tions.’’ 

After further argument to prove that 
Jesus was a political as well asa religious 
reformer, the speaker said: 

‘“*It is time for the Christian apostle to 
Plainly examine and challenge the social 
right of great possessors of wealth to their 
possessions. Of this wealth the possessors 
are neither creators nor the rightful owners; 
it was created by the people and to the people 
it belongs. To say this may be dangerous, 
but there is infinitely greater danger in 
leaving it unsaid.’’

Tells Methodist Preachers Why 
Churches Fail to Reach Masses— 
Race Conflict Resolutions. 


Miss Jane Addams precipitated an earnest 
debate at the meeting of the Methodist min- 
isters yesterday by an address on “* In What 
Respect Does the Church Fail in Lts Work 
Among the Masses?’’

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Vice President Henry Evans of the Continental 
Insurance company says in a circular letter to 

ents: 
“s We urge that you do what you can to bring 
about, where not prohibited by law, the forma- 
tidn of local Boards of Fire Underwriters, which 
should adopt proper rules for self-government and 
codperate with State associations of special agents, 
as is done in New England, New York State, 
Pennsylvania, etc. Such an arrangement is 


greatly to be desired, while, tn our opinion, cen- 


tral organizations, like the Western Union, the 
Pacific Union, and the Southeastern Tariff associa- 
tion, are unwise, as, through the disruption of any 
one of them (and they are all doomed), the rates 
in a vast territory will be abandoned and demorali- 
zation will be the order of the gay, to the great 
loss of the agents as well as of the companies. 
We believe that in the formation of well-governed 
local boards, preferably supervised by State as- 
sociations of special agents, lies the salvation of 
the business.’’ 

President Edward Atkinson of the Boston Man- 
ufacturers’ Mutual Insurance company issues a 
notice regarding the dangers of acetylene gas, in 
which he says: ‘** The purpose of this caution is 
to call upon each and all of our members not to 
make use either of carbide of calcium or of acety- 
lene gas without full advisement and consultation 
at the time the proposed application is to be made. 
It may happen that the uses of taese materials 
At present they are not deemed 
so. Another method of lighting with kerosene oll 
converted into gas in an ingenious manner has 
been called to our attention. It has been somewhat 
urgently presented to scveral members, who have 
been cautioned not to expersment upon it. We 
do not give the name or reference on this matter, 
because there are elements of merit in the provess, 
as yet accompanied by a danger which cannot 
be tolerated in any textile factory, or in any fac- 
tory where a sudden-volume of flame, unexpected- 
ly generated, would set fire to light purticles of 
any material.’’ 

The Chicago Undewriters’ associaticn has passeu 
the following rule: 

‘* That in insuring packing house plants, mem- 
bers are allowed to insure such plants and ma- 
chinery, excepting tin shops, printing oifices, fer- 
tilizers, ice machines, and electric light plants, 
under a blanket’ form, with 80 per cent coinsur- 
ance clause that when pickled meats in tierces and 
barrels are insured separately, a recuction of ten 
cents in the schedule rate may be made, and where 


pickled meats are exc:uded from the form cover- 


ing. stocks, an increase of twenty-five cents must 


be made in the schedule rate.”’
